Prominent Citizen Loses Life In j Your Home Town 
Unknown Manner. 


SHOT AT FOOT OF STAIRS. 


With Blood Pouring From Him Fran­ 
cis D. Hirschberg, a Leading Roman 
Catholic Layman, Walks Up Stairs 
and Dies In Wife’s Bedroom. 


St. Louis, Dec. 8.—Francis D. Hirsch­ 
berg, prominent in the Roman Catholic 
church and a personal friend of Arch­ 
bishop Glennon, also well known 
in 
club and business circles and as a 
director of the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition, was shot and killed at Ms 
home. Whether the death was the re­ 
sult of murder or suicide has nut been 
determined. 
Members of the family^aver he was 
the victim of a burglar. 
Police inves­ 
tigators take the other view, declaring 
there is no evidence of the presence 
of intruders in the home. 
A trail of 
blood stains on the stairway leading 
from the reception hall on the first 
floor indicated that Hirschberg 
was 
shot at the foot of the stairs and then 
turned and walked back to his bed­ 
room, on the second floor. From there 
he crossed the hallway and passed 
through his wife’s room to the bath­ 
room. 
As he returned he staggered 
into his wife’s room. Mrs. Hirschberg 
awoke just in time to see him sink to 
the floor unconscious, acording to her 
statements made to the police. 
Mr. Hirschberg made no statement 
as to how he was shot. 
So far as the 
police could learn no member of the 
household was on the lower floor. 
It 
was found that deafness of long stand­ 
ing prevented Mrs. Hirschberg from 
hearing the reports of the revolver. 
Mr. Hirschberg was a prominent Ro­ 
man Catholic layman, 
and 
it was 
largely through his instrumentality the 
site for the antiepiscopal residence, 
adjoining the Hirschberg home, was 
purchased. 
He was Archbishop Glen- 
non’s closest personal friend among 
the laity. 
Mr. Hirschberg was fifty-four years 
old and for many years had been a 
leader in the insurance business. 


A NO THER NEGRO SCHOOL. 


T o Be Similar to Those at Tuskegee 
and Hampton. 
Louisville, Dec. S.—Options are said 
to have been secured on tracts of 
land near Oreall, in Jefferson county, 
about fourteen miles from Louisville, 
for the purpose of establishing a negro 
school similar to those at Tuskegee 
and Hampton. 
According to reports an option has 
been given on 200 acres belonging to 
William 
Moorman 
and one of 200 
acres in the Gold tract opposite. 
The new college will take the place 
of Berea college as a school for col­ 
ored students. The decision of the su­ 
preme court, upholding the state law 
forbidding the co-education of white 
and black made it necessary to pro­ 
vide for the colored branch of Berea. 
The trustees of Berea have set aside 
$200,000 from the fixed properties of 
the institution and appropriated the 
income from it for the benefit of the 
colored people. 
An adjustment fund 
of $400,000 is needed to carry on the 
work. 
Of this Andrew Carnegie has 
pledged $200,000 and other 
pledges 
bring the total to $344,000. Mrs. Rus­ 
sell Sage is said to be one of the con­ 
tributors. 
One-half of the $400,000 la to be used 
for a perpetual endowment. The othm 
half will be Invested in lands, build 
ings and equipments.

Negro Equality Not to Be Pul 
Upon Sou.hem People. 
New York, Dec. S.—Five 
hundred 
prominent men from all parts of the 
south attended at the Hotel Astor 
the annual dinner of the North Caro­ 
lina society of this city. 
The bril­ 
liantly decorated hall was redolent 
with the pines of the Tarrhell State, 
the cones and branches of the resi­ 
nous trees forming the back ground 
for more fragrant blooms, which were 
scattered 
everywhere. 
Intertwined 
ensigns of the nation and state were 
conspicuous in the decorations. 
President Elect Taft, who was a 
guest, in the course of an address, con­ 
fined entirely to the 
south and its 
problems, did not hesitate to follow 
up what, he regards as the advantages 
of his trip in that section during the 
recent campaign and urged again that 
the voters should break away from 
the outlived sentiment and traditions 
of their past political affiliations and 
cast their ballots in accordance rath­ 
er with their economic and real po­ 
litical beliefs. 
At the conclusion cvorvone of his 
pointed sentences, Mr. Taft was inter­ 
rupted by applause and cheering. He 
frankly expressed himself regarding 
the so-called “negro question/’ and de­ 
clared that neither he nor the Repub­ 
lican party had any idea of forcing 
upon the people of the south the domi­ 
nance of an ignorant class. 
M c believe that the solution of the 
race question in the south largely a 
m atter of industrial a rd thorough edu­ 
cation. 
Some sou:herners who have 
given expression to 
their 
thoughts 
seem to thinK that the only solution 
ot the negro question is his migration 
to Africa, but to me such a proposi­ 
tion is utterly fatuitous. The negro is 
essential to the south in order that it 
may have proper labor. 
Their an­ 
cestors were brought 
here 
against 
their will; they have no country but 
this. 
They know’ no flag but ours. 
They wish to live under it anti are 
willing to die for it. 
They are Amer­ 
icans. 
I he proposition to Increase 
the supply of labor in the south by 
emigration from Europe it seems to 
me instead of being inimical to the 
cause of the negro will aid him. 
As 
the industries of the south continue 
to grow in the marvelous ratio already 
shown, the demand for labor must in­ 
crease. 
“Primary and industrial 
education 
for the masses; higher education for 
the leaders of the negro race, for their 
professional men; 
their 
clergymen, 
their physicians, their lawyers and 
their teachers will make up a system 
under w’hic htheir improvement, which 
statistics show’ to have 
been 
most 
noteworthy in the last forty years will 
continue at the same rate. 
Concluding, Mr. Taft said: 
“The 
recent election has made it probable 
that I shall become more or less re­ 
sponsible for the policy of the next 
presidential administration, and I im­ 
prove this opportunity to say 
that 
nothing would give me greater pride, 
because nothing would give me more 
claim to the gratitude of my fellow 
citizens if I could so do that policy 
in respect to the southern states as 
to convince its intelligent citizens of 
tho desire of the administration to aid 
them in working out 
satisfactorily 
the serious problems before them and 
closer iii sympathy and in point 
of 
view. 
I pray that it may be given to 
me to 'strengthen this movement to

ifederate cause.

Shortly after midnight—the begin­ 
ning of Christmas day—a muddy, be- 
jflraggled, uncouth soldier in gray burst 
suddenly into the ballroom.

“This bail is at an end! 
The enemy 
is ‘coming down the river. 
All non- 
combatants’ must leave the city.” 
Then the commander turned to the 
bearer of this important news, thanked 
him for the service and apologized for 
his harsh reception. 
On Christmas day General Lee mov­ 
ed out of Vicksburg with six regiments 
of infantry and two batteries to check 
General Sherman in his landing on the 
Yazoo river, thirteen 
miles distant. 
General Lee• occupied thy .bluffs and 
otlmr high ground along a line of ten 
miles. 
There, on the three days fol­ 
lowing Christmas, was much bloody 
skirmishing, 
aud en 
the 29th 
was 
fought tho decisive battle of Chickasaw 
Bayou (or Bluffs, as some authorities 
call It). 
Lee defeated Sherman, who 
'finally assailed his well placed forces, 
and the northern general abandoned his 
attempt to get into Vicksburg. 
Thus 
th e city was saved to the Confederacy 
(for more than six months. 
The man in muddy boots and drip­ 
p in g clothes who broke up the ball 
and brought about the sanguinary con­ 
flict at Chickasaw bayou, a brilliant 
Confederate victory, wa* Philip II. 
•Fall, a soldier detailed as a telegraph 
operator. 
Leo S. Daniel, another Con­ 
federate telegrapher, had co-operated 
with him in saving Vicksburg. 
The 
details of thD important service, fur­ 
nishing one of the most romantic sto­ 
ries of the war between the t states, 
'have been supplied recently by General 
(Lee himself, the only surviving lieu­ 
tenant general of the south. 
Telegraphers 
were 
scarce 
in 
the 
couth when the war began. 
Most of 
the operators wore northerners and 
,went home. 
Wixon young Daniel aud 
.‘Fail enlisted at Vicksburg the dis­ 
covery that they could handle the 
(Morse key and code caused them to be 
detailed fftr telegraphing. 
Horace B. 
fTibbotts, a rich planter in Louisiana, 
owned a private telegraph line, run­ 
ning from ii is estate a few miles south 
of Lake Provi­
